» - Hereas in the firft Year of the Reign 
FAs of our lace. Sovereign King -Fames 
of happy memory, an AG was 
made for the charitable relief and 
ordering of Perfons infected with 
the Plague: whereby Authority 
was given to. Juftices of Peace, 
Majors, Bayliffs, and other Head- 
Officers to appoint within their feveral Limits Exami- 
ners, Searchers, Watchmen, Keepers, and Buriers for the 
Perfons and Places infeéted, and to minifter unto them 
Oaths for the performance of their Offices, And the 
fame Statute did alfo authorize the giving of other Di- 
rections, as unto them for the prefent neceffity fhould 


feem good in their difcretions, Ir is now upon {pecial

confideration thought very expedient for preventing 
andavoiding of infection of Sicknefs (if it thall fo pleafe 
Almighty God ) that thefe Officers following be ap-

Examiners tobe appointed in every Parifh. 


Firtt, Itus thoughtsrequifire and fo ordered, that in 
= every Parith there be one, two, or more perfons of 
good fort and credit, chofen and appointed by the Al- 
derman, his Deputy, and Common-Councel of every 
Ward, by the-name of Examiners, to continue in thar 
Office-the {pace of two Moneths. at leaft: And if any: 
fic Perfon fo appointed, fhall refufe to undertake the. 
fame, the faid parties. fo refufing, to be committed”to. 
Prifon until they thall conform themfelves accordingly

Watchmen. 


“Hat to.every Infeéted Houfe there be appointed 
tivo Watchmen, one for the Day, and the other for 
the Night: And that thefe Watchmen have a fpecial 
care that no perfon goe in or out of fuch infected Houfes, 
whereof they have the Charge, upon pain of fevere pu- 
niihment, And the faid Watchmen. to doe fuch further 
Offices as the fick Houle {hall need and require: Aad 
if the Watchman be fent upon any buftnefs, to lock up 
the Houfe and take the Key with him: and the Watch- 
man by day tovatrend until ten of the clock at night : 
Jad the Watchman by night until fix inthe mor ning,

Hat there be a fpecial care, to appoint Women- 
Searchers in every Parifh, {uch as are of honeft re- 
putauion, and of the beft fort as can be gor inthis kind: 
And thefe to be {worn to make due fearch and true re- 
pore, to. the utmoft of their knowledge, whether the 
Perfons, whofe bodies they are appointed to Seareh, do 
die of the Infection, or of what other Difeafes, as near 
as they can, Aind that the Phyficians who’ thall be ap- 
pointed for cure and prevention of the InfeGtion , do: 
call before them the faid Searchers who are or fhall be 
appointed for the feveral Parifhes under their refpeétive

FOR better affiftance of the Searchers, for. as much 

as there hach been heretofore great abufe in mif- 
reporting the Difeafe, to che further *{preading of the 
InfeGtion: It is thereforevordered, thac there be chofen 
and appointed able and difcreet Chirurgions, befides 
thofe that. doe already belong to the Peft-houfe: 
amongft whom, the City and Liberties to be quarte- 
red-as the places lie moft apt and convenient: and every 
of thefe to have one quarter for his Limit: and the faic. 
-Chirurgions in every of their Limits to joyn with the 
Searchers for the view of-the body, to the end there may 
be 2 true report made of .the Difeafe, 

And further, that the faid Chirurgions fhall vific and 
fearch fuch like perfons.as fhall either fend for them, or 
be named and directed unto them, by the examiners of 
every Parifh, and inform themfelves of the Difeafe of 
the faid parties, 

And for as muchas the {aid-‘Chirurgions are to be fe- 
queftred from all other Cures, and kept: onely to this 
Difeafe of the Infection, It is ordered, that every of the 
{aid Chirurgions fhallhave twelve-pence a Body fearched 
by them, to be paid out of the goods of the party fear- 
ched, ifhe.be able, orotherwife by the Parith,

Tipling-boujes. 


Tee diforderly Tipling in Taverns, Alehoufes, Cof- 
fee-houfes and Cellars be feverely looked unto, as 
the common Sin of this time, and greateft occafion of 
difperfing the Plague, And that no Company or perfon 
be fuffered to remain or come into any Tavern, Ale- 
houfe or Coffee-houfe to drink after nine of the Clock 
in the Evening, according to the ancient Law and cu- 
ee of this City, upon the penalties ordained in char 
behalf, 


And for the better execution of thefe Orders, and fuch 
other Rules and Direétions as upon further confidera- 
tion fhall be found needful; Ic is ordered and enjoyned | 
that the Aldermen, Deputies, aad Common-Councel- 
men fhall meet together Weekly, once, twice, thrice or 
oftner (as caufe fhall require ) at fome one general place 
accuftomed in their refpetive Wards (being clear from 
infeétion. of the Plague) to-confule how the faid Orders 
may be duly putin execution; not intending that any 
dwelling in or near places infected, fhall come to the faid 
meetings whiles their coming may be doubtful: And 
the faid Aldermen and Deputies and Common Councel- 
men in their feveral Wards may put im execution any 
other good Orders that by them at their faid Meetings 
fhall be conceived and devifed, for prefervation of his 
Majefties Subjects from the Infection, 
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
